ing fire, by robbing it of its fuel 
supply, could give way to a return 
to the direct method of meeting 
the fire head on with the continu- 
ing development of fire extinguish- 
ing chemicals which rob the fire 
of its oxygen supply or cool it 
below the kindling point of the 
fuel, Parker thinks. 


Most likely however, will be a 
combination of the methods, at- 
tacking specific fires, or different 
fronts of the same fire, by the 
most effective method, in his opin- 
jon. 

Detection is basically from the 
familiar high towers, spaced 16 or 
20 miles apart’ so that the line 
of sight of one intersects the line 
of sight of at least one other 
tower. In this way, any “smoke” 
comes under the observation of 
two other operators and is plotted 
where the lines-of-sight intersect. 


Light planes also are being used 
for detection, and the helicopter— 
now deemed too expensive—may 
become the most useful vehicle of 
all for detection, transportation of 
crews and equipment, and actual 
fire fighting. - 

The greatest development now 
taking place is the linking of fire 
towers—historically connected by 
telephone—through two-way radio. 
“It’s less expensive and better in 
many ways. 

Overall, fire-fighting in Missis- 
sippi has made great strides in the 
past 10 years. The size of the 
average fire is decreasing because 
we have faster detection and re- 
porting, more equipment and 
more crews—but more are still 
needed.

If fire should strike your farm, 
are you ready and is your fire de- 
partment prepared to attack that 
fire most efficiently and quickly? 

Of course the best way to fight 
a fire on your farm, says Howard 
Simmons, County Extension agent 
is to prevent it from ever start- 
ing. But there is still much you 
can and should do before an act- 
ual fire starts that will save 
lives and property. 

Make sure your fire department 
has a layout diagram of your 
farm, the buildings and their in- 
teriers, location of water cupplies 
(both primary and alternate). 

Make sure everyone on your 
-farm knows how to phone in an 
alarm to the correct exchange. 

Make sure everyone knows how 
to operate the right extinguishers 
for the different kinds of farm 
fires. Remember, too, extinguish- 
ers need regular checks and re- 
charging.

Besides lending money to farm 
said, his 
agency helps them with farm and 
home planning problems and sup- 
plies technical aids in farm and 
home management so they can 
make the most of their land 
and family labor resources and 
repay their debts. 

Farm families are consumers 
as well as producers, he said, and 
families with Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration loans call on the su- 
pervisor for aid in planning ex- 
penditures. He helps them get 
started on keeping farm records, 
and those records usually show 
that living items can easily 
amount to one-fourth of the gross 
farm income. A good farm garden, 
when feasible, is an essential part 
ef every farm and home plan for 
the family that is seriously try- 
ing to save money, make the 
best of opportunities, and repay 
debts, he added. He pointed to 
butchering home meat supplies, 
producing their own milk and 
eggs, jand proper conservation 
of all home produced food as be- 
ing among other factors in effi- 
cient farm and home planning. 
He said a good garden can save 
a family anywhere from $100 to 
$500 a year. 

The Farmers Home Adminis- 

tration urges its borrowers to 
turn to the county home demon- 
stration agent for help with fam 
ily living problems. As a result, 
many of the wives are joining 
Extension women’s clubs and in 
some places new clubs are being 
formed to include the young farm 
homemakers. The home demon. 
stration agent also helps with in- 
dividual home needs such as 
planning kitchen improvements, 
money management, food produc- 
tion and conservation, and health 
problems. 
Mr. Burril said he and the home 
demonstration agent, Miss Garra- 
way, are proud of the progress 
Farmers Home Administration 
families are making in better 
farm and home planning. 

The Farmers Home Adminls- 
tration, makes loans to farm fam- 
ilies to improve their farming 
operations, or to buy, improve, 
develop, or enlarge their farms, 
and under certain conditions to 
meet emergency needs. The loans

Magnolia State Park on the 
Gulf Coast, with 9 vacation cab- 
ins, is expected to be reactivated 
soon. 

With Spring upon us and Sum- 
mer just around the corner, many 
Mississippi vacationers will be 
interested to learn that many 
improvements in facilities have 
been made by the Park Board in 
recent years. 

PToday every one of the parks 
has comfortable overnight cabins 
with electric refrigerators and 
apartment ranges, swimming fa- 
zilities, picnic areas, play areas 
and mature trails.

Almost every one of the exist- 
ing parks has undergone exten- 
sive repairs, improvements in 
recreational facilities, and the 
addition of accommodations. 

At Clarkco State Park, 19 
miles south of Meridian on U. 8. 
Highway 45, a sand beach has 
been constructed to accommodate 
2,000 swimmers per day, a bath- 
house has been added, and the 
lake fertilized to provide better 
fishing.

Future plans 
call for organized group eamp 
facilities. 

Tishomingo State Park, one of 
the most scenic in the state, is 
located on Miss.

Highway 78, has a 100-acre lake 
surrounded by 10 modernized 
vacation cottages, a group camp, 
a new decorated spacious lodge, 
a picnic shelter, and excellent 
swimming and fishing. Future 
plans call for paved roads, im- 
proved and developed play- 
grounds, and additional cabina

Other concrete evidence of pro- 
gress in 1955 was the breaking 
of ground in Lamar County, near 
Purvis, for Mississippis third 
crude oil refinery, an $18 million 
facility to be operated by Pon- 
tiac Eastern Corp. 

At year end, Mississippi rank- 
ed tenth among the oil producing 
states, seventh among producers 
of natural gas. Even though in 
both production and proven re- 
serves Mississippi is no match for 
oil and gas giants Texas and 
Louisiana, where oil and gas have 
been produced for over 50 years, 
the Magnolia State was finding 
its growing storehouse of these 
minerals an asset in attracting 
other energy-using industries to 
locate here. 

The principal factor in the 1955 
oil production increase was the 
deep reservoir in the Soso field 
underlying portions of Jasper, 
Jones and Smith Counties. Dis- 
covered in mid-1853, this deep 
oil pool has been developed at 
a very rapid rate. Its produc 
tion in December 1955 totaled 
345,146 barrels of high-grade 
crude oil and represented a more 
than 309 per cent expansion over 
the December 1954 production of 
104,825 barrels.
